THE  Anniversary  Meeting  of  the  preceding  year  afforded  a moft  fattsfaClory 
opportunity  of  attefting  the  falubrity  of  this  fituation.  The  influence  of  the  ge- 
neral and  fpecific  epidemics,  which  prevailed  in  the  winter  and  fpring,  had  gradually 
fubfided,  and  it  did  not  appear  probable  that  any  contingent  circumftance  would  excite 
m apprehenfion  of  their  immediate  powerful  recurrence.  In  populous  and  confined 
diftriCts,  where  unreftrifted  communication  prevails,  and  where  little  attention  is  paid 
to  the  cleanlinefs  and  ventilation  of  the  houfes,  and  articles  of  furniture  or  apparel, 
"eeble  and  fallacious  is  the  hope  of  freedom  from  the  danger  of  infettious  difeafe.  In. 
proof  of  this  affertion,  with  concern  do  we  notice,  that  the  fever,  which  has  fo  frequently 
ifHiifled  this  country,  appeared  a few  days  after  that  meeting. 

A boy,  juft  recovered  from  the  difeafe,  returned  to  his  labour,  at  a manufactory,  in 
his  tow’n,  and  though  perfectly  free  from  complaint,  the  infection  was  conveyed  from 
aim,  or  rather  his  clothing,  to  a child,  in  whom  the  fymptoms  were  peculiarly  favour- 
able. This,  however,  was,  bv  no  means,  a teft  of  the  mild  nature  of  the  contagion, 
is  not  only  the  whole  family  fucceflively  fuffered  the  difeafe,  but  every  relation  or  friend, 
who  had  any  connection  with  it.  In  confequence  of  this  imprudence,  the  fever  was 
:ommunicated  to  four  different  fituations,  and  not  lefs  than  fourteen  perfons  were  its 
DbjeCts,  in  the  fpace  of  two  months ; all  of  whom  very  fortunately  recovered. 

An  extenfive  and  populous  neighbourhood  was  preferved  from  the  contagion  by  the 
precaution  of  fuppreffing  the  ufual  intercouife,  and  that  which  the  chief  Agent  of  Lord 
Lowthfr  moit  judicn  ufly  employed,  viz.  the:  liberal  application  of  fielh  prepared 
a bite  *wujh  to  the  houfes. 

The  Angular  circumttarces  of  this  fever,  and  which,,  in  a few  cafes,  proved  its  ma- 
lignancy, u'ere  an  extreme  degree  of  languor,  and  a remarkably  putrid  tendency.  Early 
in  the  difeafe,  the  patient  became  unequal  to  admit  the  lea.ll  aCtive  exertion  ; the  fkiix 
was  covered  with  fmall  florid,  and  fometimes  petechial  eruptions,  which  c ntinued  till 
the  completion  of  the  crifis.  A thick,  black,  and  offenfive  film  lined  the  whole  furface 
of  the  mouth,  lips,  tongue,  and  throat.  Infenflbiliiy  to  the  ufual  fources  of  irritatipn, 
and  incoherent,  or  frantic  delirium,  prevailed  at  the  famq  'ime. 

j .Vyith  regai d 0 the  tieatrrent,  vegetaoie  and  mineral  tonics  were  highly  beneficial. 
The  expediency  of  aiibeial  ufc  of  wine  was  indicated  from  the  firfj; , attack  of  the  dtieafe, 
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and  during  its  progreft.  Fei  men  ting  liquors  and  yeaft,  with  occasional  opiates,  we: 
alfo  r.eceffary.  From  the  ufe  of  fomentations  to  the  feet,  and  the  frequent  applicatic 
of  warm  vinegar  and  water  to  the  face,  confiderable  relief  was  derived  ; the  advance 
period  of  the  difeafe,  when  medical  advice  was  folitited,  not  admitting  any  mode  > 
the  cold  affufion. 

To  mitigate  the  virulence,  interrupt  the  progrefs,  and  extinguifh  the  feminia  i 
this  very  formidable  difeafe,  no  precaution,  antidote,  or  corrector  of  contagion,  w: 
omitted;  and  our  endeavours  were  happily  fuccefsful.  The  effluvia  from  heated  t 
and  lime,  with  the  various  acid  fumigations,  were  diffufed  in  the  apartments  of  the  fic 
With  regard  to  the  latter,  a further  teftimony  of  their  efficacy,  if  that  was  in  the  lea 
neceflary,  has  been  afforded  by  the  extenfive  and  accurate  practice  of  the  phyficians  aji 
pointed  to  eradicate  a pejiilential  fever>  which  had  fpread,  with  irrefiftible  rapidity,  ar  , 
raged  with  extreme  virulence,  in  feveral  large  towns,  in  Spain . The  ufual  prcceffe 
for  the  complete  extrication  of  the  muriatic  and  nitrous  acids  were  employed,  by  then  , 
with  fingular  fuccefs  ; and  particularly  that  of  Dr.  Carmichael  Smith  ; which  affori. 
a conftant  effuffion  of  the  nitrous  vapour,  and  does  not  fenfibly  affeCt  refpiration.  T1  ’ 
patient  never  relapfed,  the  mortality  of  the  difeafe  wasleffened  ; the  fymptoms,  in  a vai  . 
ety  of  unfavourable  fituations,  were  mitigated,  and  the  contagion  was  rendered  fo  mil 
and  innoxious,  as  to  permit  the  medical  and  other  attendants  to  vifit  the  Tick,  and  i 
main  long  in  their  chambers,  with  impunity.  To  the  judicious  and  repeated  emplo 
ment  of  thefe  fumigations  was  attributed  the  perfect  eradication  of  a diftemper,  whic 
had  required  the  abfolute  intervention  of  Government,  to  prevent,  by  coercive  meafurt  X 
every  poflible  conne&ion  with  infeCted  places,  and  which  excited  very  ferious  apprehe: 
fions  for  the  welfare  of  the  people.  1 

The  cleared:  proofs  are  attefted  of  the  ufe  of  mineral  acids , in  corredting  contagion 
of  their  power  in  checking  its  progrefs,  and  of  their  certain  efficacy  in  purifying,  notoi  , 
ly  the  peifons  of  thofe  who  fuffered  it,  but  alfo  every  infeCted  article  and  habitation.  J 
Since  early  in  the  month  of  Auguft,  when  the  laft  fever  patient  was  admitted,  the  oil 
j efts  of  the  Dispensary  have  not  experienced  any  recurrence  of  this  difeafe,  though  if 
malignant  influence,  in  the  neighbourhood,  has  been  long  deplored. 

The  difea  e mr  A prevalent  in  the  fummer,  and  which  mav  be  imputed  to  the  hot  ar 
dry  date  of  the  weather,  was  an  inflammation  of  the  eyes.  Its  chief  fymptoms  were  i 
frequent  gritty  fenfation,  and  acute  pain  extending  over  the  whole  furface  of  the  ey  j 
and  exciting  an  abundant  watery  difcharge.  The  head  and  ears  were  fometimes  affed  j 
ed.  It  was  of  fo  infectious  a nature,  that  a Angle  individu.il,  for  the  mod  part,  cor  < 
municared  the  dife<ife  to  .he  reft  of  the  family.  Cold  water,  brandy  a little  dilute*  ' 
and  faturnine  foluti' ns,  with  gentle  purgatives,  proved  the  bejl  remedies. 

In  former  Reports,  we  have  noth  ed  particularly  the  confiderable  number  of  furg  I 
cal  and  chronic  patients  ; and  no  clearer  proofs  of  the  utility  of  this  Institution  can  1 ; 
produced,  than  thofe  cafes,  in  \\h  ch  iehef  from  the  effects  of  external  injury,  or  lor,  j 
protraCted  difeafe,  has  been  afforded.  To  thefe,  as  cafes  of  the  greateft  irnpoitance,  oiil 
attention  has  been  chiefly  dreCted  ; and  if  we  have  not  had  it  in  our  power  to  remoil 
effectually,  we  have  always  been  able  to  mitigate  their  fufferings. 

After  thefe  brief  oblervations,  refpeCting  a few  f the  principal  difeafes  which  have  o,| 
curred  in  the  coutfe  of  the  prefent  year,  we  h all  proceed  to  conflaer  the  Epidemic/;  | 
Contagions  ot  children.— In  the  adjacent  villages,  the  Scarlet  Fever  had  Ipread  i, : 
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!noft  malignant  influence,  and  proved  remarkably  fatal.  Children  and  delicate  people 
!/ere  the  chief  objects  of  its  virulence  ; adult  and  athletic  perfons  being  rarely  attacked 
| v it.  In  Whitehaven , the  prevalence  of  this  difeafe  was  very  general  during  the  winter, 
ts  fymptoms  were  mild,  and  rarely  became,  in  any  degree,  putrid-  In  many  families 
;e  had  an  opportunity  to  obfeive,  that  whilft  the  younger  branches  were  affetfted  with 
fcarlet  fever , or  ulcerated  fore  throat , the  more  advanced  in  life  fuffered  a pure  pleuritic 
(ifeafe  ; and  even,  in  the  former,  their  incipient  fymptoms  affumed  an  inflammatory 
mdency.  It  will  not  be  neceffary  to  trace  their  ufual  prOgrefs,  or  to  (late  the  curative 
lan  now  univerfally  adopted.  The  only  deviation  from  the  prefent  practice  was  that 
f prefcribing  relaxant  and  aperient  medicines,  in  the  early  ftages  of  the  difeafe  ; and  de- 
n-ring the  ufe  of  tonics  and  cordials  till  a date  of  languor  and  putrefcency  indicated  their 
xpediency. 

The  mod  remarkable  inftances  of  malignancy,  in  this  contagion,  and  of  its  fuccefsful 
*eatment,  occurred  in  Jasiuary  laft. — A poor  widow  and  four  children  inhabited  a con- 
ned cellar,  in  Senhoufe-ftreet.  Two  daughters  fiift  fuffered  the  charatfteriftic  fymptoms 
f this  contagion,  and  from  them  it  was  communicated  to  all  the  family.  Cleanlinefs, 
entilation,  and  the  frequent  ufe  of  fumigations,  with  lime,  gun  powder,  and  mineral 
cids,  were  the  means  on  which  we  relied  for  purifying  the  air  in  the  room,  and  for  pre- 
rrving  the  falubrity  of  a populous  diftrift  in  the  vicinity  ; and  our  hopes  of  their  effica- 
y were  happily  realized.  Many  children  have  alfo  fuffered  a great  variety  of  difeafes, 
ffetfing  the  ftomach  and  bowels.  Diarrhoea , accompanied  with  painful  irritation,  was 
le  moil  frequent  complaint  of  the  autumn  and  fpring. 

To  fuperfede  the  neceflity  of  fuffering  a difeafe  which  is  not  lefs  painful  and  fatal  to 
s objefts  than  offenfive  to  others,  the  pra&ice  of  Inoculation  for  the  Cow-pock  has  been 
icommended,  and  it  is  highly  fatisfadtory  to  find,  that  many  of  the  prejudices  againft 
s prefervative  efficacy  no  longer  exift.  The  inoculations,  for  this  year,  amount  to 
476- — The  poor  were  prevailed  upon  to  adopt  thisfalutary  meafure  by  their  apprehen- 
jon  of  the  danger  which  threatened  them  from  the  accidental  introdudlion  of  the  Natu - 
\il  Small  Pox.  The  manner  in  which  this  contagion  had  been  communicated,  it  was  ex- 
emely  difficult  to  afcertain,  as  not  a Angle  inftance  of  it  could  be  difcovered,  nor  had 
re  difeafe  prevailed  in  Whitehaven  and  its  vicinity,  for  a conflderable  length  of  time, 
he  child  of  an  induftrious  taylor,  in  Strandjlreet , was  feized  with  the  Small  Pox,  in 
eptember  laft,  and  there  appeared  to  be  the  greateft  probability  that  the  effluvia  from 
-me  old  articles  of  apparel,  imbued  with  variolous  matter,  and  which  had  been  repaired 
Jy  him,  might  have  occafior.ed  the  difeafe.  The  eruptions  were  few,  and  the  general 
!eahh  of  the  child  was  fcarcely  in  the  leaft  ii  terrupted  by  their  appearance,  or  the 
Ight  degree  of  fever  wfflich  attended  them.  By  ftritfly  confining  her  to  the  houfe,  pre- 
luding every  connexion  with  the  public,  and  waffling  the  linen  and  other  cloihes  fepa- 
itely  from  thole  of  the  reft  of  the  family,  the  further  diffemination  of  a contagion  the 
10ft  definitive  to  -he  tifing  generation,  and  to  the  inhabitants  of  this  p puious  town  and 
punrry,  was  prevented. 

If  the  iife-preferving  plan  of  inoculating  children  for  the  cow-pock  foon  after  their  bir  h, 
r befote  t!,e  a*eexpofed  to  the  baneful  influence  of  the  f nall-pcx,  were  a iopted  every 
f ere,  the  immediate  fufferings  and  pernicious  or  fatal  tff.ts,  vhich  it  too  frequently 
rcafions,  etui  i l>e  no  longer  apprehended  ; and  fimilar  to  the  peftilentiai  diflempers,  which 
cfolated  the  Kingdoms  of  Lvrope,  in  preceding  ages,  the  diiealc  ltfelf  would  be  ac- 
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counted  one  of  thofe  calamities*  from  which  we  are  now  happily  exempt.— -The  pecn 
and  mild  quality  of  the  vactine  matter  requires  great  judgment  in  its  choice  and  appl 
tiori.  Introduced  carefully,  when  quite  liquid,  before  it  is  arrived  at  any  degree  of  1 
turity,  it  will  not  fait  to  prevent  the  patient  from  being  fufceptible  of  the  variolous  in 
tioti,  at  any  future  period. 

With  great  fatisraCUon  we  again  exprefs  our  fenfe  of  obligation  to  thofe  friends,  w 
from  the  moft  laudable  motives,  have  fo  long  fupplied  the  obje&s  of  this  Dispense 
with  wine,  nurfe -keeping  attendance , and  the  means  of  procuring  the  neceflaries  of  1 
This  highly  ufeful  ufliftance,  joined  to  many  additional  and  very  munificent  benefafti 
particularly  of  feveral  moft  refpeCtable  Ladies,  is  ftill  continued  to  them,  and  has  b 
applied  chiefly  to  the'relief  of  extreme  indigence,  long  protracted  illnefs,  the  debilitat 
effects  of  labour,  and  the  imbecillities  of  old  age. 

As  every  additional  Charitable  Undertaking  muft  increafe  the  happinefs  of 
lower  clafs  of  people,  it  is  highly  gratifying  to  announce  the  Institution  of  a Chari 
in  this  town,  for  the  relief  of  poor  women,  in  Child-Bed ; and  the  public  may  reafona 
indulge  the  pleaftng  hope,  that  in  preventing,  or  removing,  thofe  dangers  and  diftrc 
which  are  incident  to  the  peculiar  circumftances  of  their  fituation,  it  will  amply  fulfil 
expectations  of  its  noble  Founder  and  Patroness,  and  of  thofe  Ladies  who  have  lil 
ally  aided  its  benevolent  intentions.  In  confequence  of  this  eftablifhment,  which,  impr 
ing  our  original  defign,  admir.ifters  to  the  wants  of  its  objeCts  upon  a more  extenfive,  i 
ful,  and  permanent  plan,  the  Midwifery  Department  of  the  Dispensary  may  be 
linquifhed. 

How  far  the  indigent  were  benefited  by  this  branch  of  our  Charity,  limited  as  it  n 
have  been,  will  appear  from  the  following  brief  ftatement,  that,  in  the  courfe  of  M 
years,  the  admiflions  of  poor  women,  for  delivery,  amount  to  1,921  ; that  the  motl 
and  their  infants  have  received  every  requifite  furgical,  medical,  and  fometimes  pe 
niary  afliftance  ; that,  of  the  above  number,  only  four  were  fatal  cafes;  and  three 
thefe  previoufly  fuffered  a confumptive  tendency. 

In  clofmg  \h  s fubjeCf,  we  cannot  refrain  from  expreffing  our  grateful  acknowle 
ments  to  a benevolent  public,  for  that  fanClion  ard  fupport,  which  this  Institut 
has,  from  its  firft  recommendation,  uniformly  received.  Many,  who  in  its  infant  fi 
were  its  ftrongeft  advocates,  are  removed  from  this  earthly  fcene,  and  are  now,  wetr 
obtaining  their  well  merited  reward.  Happy,  however,  are  we  in  obferving  that  tl 
lofs,  which  we  muft  ever  deplore,  is  fupphed  by  other  friends  and  patrons,  who 
aCluated  by-the  fame  noble  and  ardent  zeal,  in  promoting  the  interefts  of  the  Charit 
: The  beneficence  of  the  Gentlemen  of  the  CUMBERLAND  HUNT,  in  aiding 
generoufly  the  views  of  this  Institution,  claims  and  excites  our  warmeft  gTatitc 
and  our  moft  exalted  admiration.  With  the  laudable  intention  of  applying  their  ft 
to  the  beft  purpofes,  they  have  afforded  permanent  relief  to  the  greateft  objeCts  of  c< 
miferation  ; byfelefling  thofe  of  poverty  and  difeafe.  Hence,  the  fame  humane  attent 
has  been  extended  to  feveral  other  Medical  Charities  in  this  County.  Whilft  f 
uCls  of  difinterefted  liberality  excite,  in  their  own  breafts,  the  moft  pleafing  and  fa! 
factory  feelings  and  reflections,  they  will  obtain  the  applaufe  of  the  benevolent,  :| 
iecure.  a future  ineftimable  compenfation  ! . . * 

The  BenefaCHons,  for  the  prelent  year,  are  alfo  augmented  by  the  generofity  of  th1^ 
who,  thougti  not  immediately  conneCied  with  this  country,  have  had  the  goodnef  J 
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Imort  this  Charity.  We  particularize,  with  pleafure,  a late  mod  liberal  Donation, 
m a noble  friend  to  the  Dispensary,  who  has  accepted  every  opportunity  of  pro- 
'tin?  ms  tnterefts. — Of  the  obligation  which  their  kindnefs  his  conferred  upon  this 
stitution,  we  wifh  to  exprefs,  and  fhall  ever  retain,  a grateful  remembrance. 

That  Medical  Charities  form  the  mod  eftfcntial  barrier  againft  the  introdn&ion  and 
Terr  ination  of  infUliou r fevers  is  fufficiently  proved  by  long  experience,  and  the  c n» 
rrintr  teftimony  of  the  wiled  phyficians.  As  thofe  to  whom  the  management  of  fuch 
ablidiments  is  entruded,  direft  their  attention  particularly  to  the  difeafes  prevalent  a- 
rngft  the  lower  orders,  and  are  obliged  frequently  to  vifit  the  abodes  of  poverty,  no 
tagioh  can  long  elude  their  vigilance.  And,  as  foon  as  it  is  difcovered,  its  progrefs  is 
ecked  ; irs  power  is  mitigated  ; and  its  recurrence  is  prevented,  by  immediately  and 
Igently  enforcing  every  requifite  precaution,  and  exerting  every  prefervative  meafure. 
Whatever,  therefore,  is  contributed  to  the  fupport  of  a MEDICAL  CHARITY 
ngs  to  the  donor  an  invaluable  benefit, — fecurity  from  the  danger  of  epidemic  difeafe . 
iis  is  not  an  afllrtion  unwarranted  by  fads  ; it  is  incontrovertibly  proved,  by  the  long 
d happy  exemption  of  this  populous  and  confined  toum,  from  a dreadful  fever,  which 
s rapidly  fpread  its  fatal  ravages  over  the  adjacent  country. 

Whilft  the  man  of  opulence  is  thus  ftimulated  by  confiderations  of  perfonal  advam 

I ye  to  proted  an  Institution,  which  is  fo  conducive  to  bis  own  fafety , the  feelings  of 
npaflion,  which  nature  has  implanted  in  the  human  breaft,  will  prompt  him,  with  an 
•fiftible  impulfe,  to  mitigate  the  pains  of  ficknefs>  when  combined  with  the  dijlrejjes  of 
erty. — Thofe  pains  he  has himfelf,  doubtlefs,  experienced:  he  muft  know,  that  even 
en  alleviated  by  every  comfort  and  attention,  which  riches  can  procure,  they  are  often 
rcely  fupportable.  Let  him  recal  to  his  memory  thofe  pangs,  with  which  he  was 
mized  ; and  let  him  confider  how  truly  deplorable  muft  be  the  fituation  of  one,  who, 
ided  by  the  fame  vifitation,  is  deprived  both  of  the  neceffaries  of  life , and  the  fuccours 
medicine.  Let  him  pidure  to  his  imagination  a poor  n an,  languilhing  on  a wretched 
I,  in  a dark,  confined,  and  filthy  habitation,  fcarcely  fheltered  from  the  inclemency 
the  weather,  fuffering  thegiearelt  bodily  pain,  anddiftraded  by  ftill  more  violent  an- 
fh  of  mind,  on  account  of  his  helplefs  and  ftarving  family  ! — This  is  not  a fiditious 
re  of  mifeiy,  deferibed  for  the  purpnfe  of  moving  the  feelings  of  the  fympatheiic 
rt ; but,  alas!  one,  of  wdnch  the  Directors  of  this  Charity  have  been  not  unfre* 
Jient  fpedators.— And  who  then,  that  has  ever  been  afflided  with  fit knefs,  would  with- 
jld  hit  fupport  from  an  Institution,  which  delivers  this  unhappy  objed  from  the 
implicated  evils  of  want  ai  d dileafe  ? 

The  precarioulnefs  of  1 ealth  is  daily  exemplified  ; even  thofe  to  whom  an  apparent 
|jndneis  aid  vigour  of  conftitution  feemed  to  promife  a long  and  uninterrupted  enjoy- 
ent  of  it,  are  often  vilited  by  difeale,  in  its  molt  dreadful  form.  In  that  hour  of  af- 
d pn,  what  coi  folation  and  delight  muft  anfe  fiom  the  remembrance  of  thofe  deeds  of 
ineficence,  which  foothed  the  foirows  of  many  in  the  lame  uiuref  tui  lituation  ? — And, 

|rc  ugh  ihe  concluding  feene  (f  life,  we  fhali  be  enabled  to  pais  with  compoiure  and 
imrels,  fupported  by  the  anin  ating  aflurance,  that  every  Act  of  Charity  has  been 
thiuily  recorded  on  high, — and  will,  hereafter,  be  abundantly  rewarded.

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As  very  injurious , and  fometimes  fatal , confequences  have  arifen  from  the  impropt 
ufe  of  the  FOX  GLOVE,  the  following  brief  account  of  a CASE,  in  which  that  her 
was  taken,  we  hope  will  not  be  unacceptable.  The  chief  motive  for  dating  it  to  tl 
public  is  to  deter  the  lower  clafs  of  people  from  employing,  in  any  formy  fo  common , an 
yet  fo  poifonous  a plant. 

ELIZABETH  GAITS,  aged  37,  Michael Jlreety  Feb.  3,  1S05.  She  was  advifed  t 
fake  a flrong  Fox-Gldve  Tea,  for  the  cure  of  a conftitutional  nervous  head-ach,  as  fever; 
of  her  neighbours  had  employed  a fluff  made  from  that  herb,  with  great  benefit.  Havin 
procured  a confiderable  quantity  of  the  leaves,  fhe  poured  about  one  pint  and  half  c 
boiling  water  upon  a very  large  handful  of  them.  She  was  fo  defirous  of  taking  th 
remedy  that,  after  impatiently  waiting  a quarter  of  an  hour,  fhe  drank  a cupful,  an 
chewed  a little  of  the  dried  herb  ; which  relieved  her  head-ach,  and  fhe  flept  the  who: 
night,  without  any  inconvenience. 

At  nine,  the  next  morning,  fhe  took  the  fame  quantity  (at  lead  four  ounces)  of  th 
high  coloured,  almod  black  infufion,  warmed  ; and  immediately  after  breakfaded  upo 
tea.  In  lefs  than  an  hour,  fhe  complained  of  a fenfe  of  didention  in  her  domach  an 
bowels;  which  became  exquifitely  painful.  A condant  naufea  fucceeded,  and  an  ine 
fe&ual  irritation  to  dool,  accompanied  with  an  acute  pain  in  her  head  and  eyes,  fhootin 
through  her  temples.  Thefe  fymptons  were  rapidly  and  violently  aggravated  in  th 
courfe  of  the  day.  At  noon  fhe  had  a motion  to  dool,  and  flight  vomiting  ; the  naufe 
dill  prevailing.  In  the  afternoon,,  the  vomiting  was  almod  inceffant ; continued  a 
night,  and  the  following  day,  with  delirium,  vertigo,  deafnefs,  and  infatiable  thirf 
though  fmall  portions  of  any  liquid  could  be  fwallowed  to  gratify  it.  Her  pulfe  w; 
remarkably  flow*  and  languid.  A fenfe  of  univerfal  coldnefs  and  fhivering  prevaile 
from  the  primary  attack  till  the  termination  of  the  difeafe.  The  ideas  of  the  patien 
for  the  mod  part,  were  perfectly  happy  and  complacent.  Infenfible  to  the  lapfe  of  tim 
or  to  the  concerns  of  her  family,  fhe  fuppofed  herfelf  travelling  pleafantly,  and  w; 
highly  amufed  by  a quick  fuccefiion  of  brilliant  colours,  and  by  the  didant  profpedl  < 
lofty  and  fpacious  buildings.  The  fkm  affumed  a brownifh  yellow  colour,  and  w« 
covered  with  fmall  eruptions. 

So  alarming  were  the  fymptoms,  that  every  hflpe  of  recovery  had  been  relinqmfiie< 
and  fire  has  a very  imperfett  recolle<5tion  of  her  date  for  the  fird  four  days.  She  too 
a little  gin  in  the  morning,  but  did  not  apply  to  the  Dispensary  till  iate  in  the  evening 
From  the  exhibition  of  an  emeticy  fhe  derived  little  benefit  ; as  more  than  eight  houi 
had  elapfed  fince  the  drong  infufion  was  taken,  and  the  operation  of  repeated  larg 
dofes  ol  cafto*  •oil  procured  the  mod  immediate  and  permanent  relief.  The  lax  date  < 
bowels,  which  continued  near  a week,  removed  her  principal  complaints  Opiates  an 
cordials  were  adminidered  largely,  to  allay  irritation  and  alleviate  the  urgent  fynoptom 
After  each  dofe  of  the  latter,  lhe  found  the  peculiarly  bitter  tade  of  the  foxglove  ver 
perceptible.  She  could  take  no  food,  for  feveral  day  s ; and  a flight  degree  of  head*aci 
frequent  giddinefs,  and  isnperfett  vifion,  remained  many  weeks.
